;:oke operators it ha.-; not worked out 
:i3 well as expected. In other words, 
there was hope among the operators'" 
that there would be a very decided 
improvement in the laarket, and there 
has been only a little improvement.

-.'he second quarter of the year, at

• The spot furnace coke market is

There is not, however, a 
Complete balance establisbed between 
production and consumption, unless 
tbo furnaces now in operation have to 
buy spot coke from lime to time, for 
there are a few ov*;ns in operation 
that do not have contracts, even short 
term contracts, to cover all 
their 


current output. These, ovens have to 
pell from time to time1 and just now 
They are weil sold up. 


A week ago, as noted in Tho 


Courier report at the time, there was 
some inquiry for farnace coke for 
second quarter. Some of the opera- 
tors took this early inquiry as. an 
9vidence ihat the coke market was 
going to be-much'stronger for second 
quarter, on account of the possible 
strike at the union bituminous coal 
mines April 1 or or. account of im- 
provement In the steel and pig iron 
market's, or a combination of both 
influences.

Civil War* veteran answered the last 
roll oil when on Saturday afternoon 
at 4:&0 o'clock- death called, a beloved 
cillien and' friend, Sllaa Younkln, the 
last member -of « family of 13. 


Mr. YounSlni waa born at Paddy- 


town, Somerset county, December- 88, 
1844, and at the time of his death was 
79 rears, one month and five days 
oJd. His death has removed from th* 
activities of life- a man of sterling 
character, a man beloved by a host of 
friends and neighbors 'lor Ms up- 
rightness, his fairness and bonefity in 
all his dealings with mankind. 


Soon after he ' returned from tha 


war Mr. Younkin was married to Misa 
Luclnda Hershberger of ."Addison, gor- 
ing directly after that to the state oi 
Kansaa. To the union w.ere bom the 
following children: Sally, Ella, Wal- 
ter, Mary and Jasper, all of whom 
live in Kansas City with the exception 
of Ella who died several years ago.
